Off-Year Trend 


According to the historic pattern, the 
Republicans should add 32 seats to their 
minority in the U. S. House of Represen­ 
tatives in November. This would leave the 
Dem ocrats with a majority of 23 seats. 
There is what is known as the so-called 
“ off-year phenomenon. A study of off-year 
elections since 1900 shows that the party 
holding the White House has lost an av­ 
erage of 9 per cent of its membership in 
the House. This loss has ranged as high as 
18 per cent (61 seats) by the Dem ocrats in 
1938. The only year when the party with 
presidential power picked up seats was in 
1934. for a 3 per cent gain of nine seats. 
Both these extrem es were during the re­ 
gim es of Franklin D. Roosevelt. 
This off-year trend shows during both 
Republican and Democratic administra­ 
tions. Some analysts attribute it to the 
drop-off in total vote. For exam ple, the 


lowest vote drop was in 1914, a decline of 
14 per cent from 1912. The highest was in 
1942, a decline of 44 per cent from 1940. 
But every off-year election has seen a 
decline. 
What apparently happens is that many 
citizens who turn out to vote for President 
are less interested in voting for congress­ 
ional candidates. With their man in the 
White House, administration backers feel 
all will go well without their votes —while 
critics of the administration turn out to 
register their protests. 
The exception to this, it can be noted, 
w as when the White House had a “strong” 
occupant (FDR) who had not had a chance 
to really prove h i m s e l f . The odds are 
overwhelming that JFK will have a sm all­ 
er congressional majority in 1963 than the 
has todav.

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Hotbed of Opposition 


Textile industry of the South is a hotbed 
of opposition to the proposal for broad 
presidential authority to reduce tariffs in 
exchange for equal concessions by other 
nations. Textile manufacturers, facing the 
competition of low-wage imports from Ja­ 
pan and elsewhere, say this would be de­ 
structive of private enterprise. 
In an address at Charlotte, N. C., Secre­ 
tary of State Dean Rusk tried to pooh-pooh 
that point of view He said private enter­ 
prise is strengthened not by government 
intervention in the affairs of business but 
b y the play of free forces in a competitive 
system . 
Rusk acknowledged that som e domestic 
producers would 
be hurt 
by the 
world 
trade expansion plans. He suggested that 
if the cotton textile industry is in that class, 


it s h o u l d shift to other lines where it 
can compete in world trade. He did not at­ 
tempt to name the “other lines/' 
All this seem s like cold comfort, espec­ 
ially since the U.S. Chamber of Commerce 
endorsed the freer trade program writh 
some reservations about the proposal to 
give government aid to industries and 
workers hurt by imports. The textile 
in­ 
dustry is setting up its own inter-industrv 
com m ittee to fight against tariff cuts first 
and then for government help if it is hurt 
by a flood of cheap imports. 
This is an issue which is splitting busi­ 
ness and some parts of organized labor 
right down the middle. Before it is settled 
there will be one of the bitterest fights in 
manv a vear.

Airborne Chaplain 
'Drops' from Sky

NAPLES, 
Italy — 
Chaplain 
(Lieutenant) Bob N. Wallace is one 
sky pilot who literally descends 
from the 
h e a v e n s 
to 
his 
flocks. 
Chaplain Wallace ministers to a 
destroyer squadron with the U.S. 
Sixth Fleet in the Mediterranean. 
He has eight destroyers in his par­ 
ish, and all eight are always at 
sea and widely dispersed. 
The answer is a helicopter (sail­ 
ors call him the “ holy Halo hop­ 
per’1). To conduct Sunday services, 
the native Oklahoman is hoisted in 
a harness suspended from a heli­ 
copter hovering over a fantail. 
Then he is whirlvbirded to the next 
destroyer in his flock. 
In one hand Chaplain Wallace 
carries a tape recorder; in the oth­ 
er, a Marine field combat kit. If 
the weather is good he holds the 
service amidships; otherwise, in 
the mess hall. 
From the kit the chopper clergy­ 
man takes tile Bible and altar vets- 
ments, and creates a place of wor­ 
ship. Then he plugs in the t a p e 
recorder, puts on a reel of organ 
music — and the service can start. 
Aside 
from 
coptering 
to 
his 
flocks each Sunday, Chaplain Wal­ 
lace performs the normal duties 
of a military clergyman. He 
ex­ 
plains: 
“ Destroyer men are away from 
home and family for many months 
at a time, and at every mail call 
there arrive a certain amount of 
‘Dear John’ letters. There are oth­ 
er problems back home. These pro­ 
blems usually fall on the shoulders 
of a ship’s executive officer. My 
job is to get these problems and 
try to resolve them .” 
Destroyer duty is among the 
most rugged in the Navy. Wallace 
calls no single ship home. He con­ 
ducts a nomadic ministry, switch­ 
ing from destroyer to destroyer 
every six weeks. In this way he is 
with each crew for at least part 
of the voyage.

Cuba's Arsenal Is Growing 


Behind Moscow-Made Label

MIAMI, 
Fla. — Fidel Castro’s 
huge arsenal of Communist arms 
is a potent and growing threat, not 
so much to the United States, but 
to other, smaller nations in Latin 
and Central America and the Car­ 
ibbean. 
Anti-Castro Cubans 
in 
Miami, 
w'ho are in direct toucn with what 
is going on in that island today, 
furnish an authentic survey of the 
weapons building up in Castro’s 
war mahine. Included are: 
More than IOO MIG fighters, 150 
to 200 heavy and medium tanks, 
about 1,000 pieces of heavy artil­ 
lery, about 1.000 modern anti-air- 
craft guns, nearly as many mod­ 
ern mortars, about 25,000 small 
arms and machine guns, and near­ 
ly 5,000 jeeps, t r u c k s and other 
mobile combat vehicles. 
Backing up these tools of war, 
both the Soviet Union and Czech­ 
oslovakia have military advisers 
in Cuba — perhaps as many as 300 
in all. 
Outside of Eastern Europe and 
Red China, Castro’s Communist 
Cuba is already the world's big­ 
gest storehouse of Soviet-bloc war 
weapons. And the build-up is con 
tinuing. 
In February this year, for’ in­ 
stance, a U, S.-made Liberty ship, 
given to Russia during World War 
ll, headed across the Atlantic to­ 
ward Havana. Intelligence sources 
report that the ship carried on her 
deck four moto torpedo boats of 
the late Soviet design. These tor­ 
pedo boats, it is said, are armed 
with 21-inch torpedo tubes and twin 
20-rn rn guns. 
The Liberty ship also towed a 
300-ton patrol vessel of a type used 
by the Reds for mine-laying. This 
patrol vessel, again according to 
intelligence 
reports, 
is 
armed 


I with anti-submarine mortars, one 
4 inch, two 37-mm and two 20-rn rn 
guns. A similar patrol vessel is 
reported to have 
reached 
Cuba 
late in 1961. 
Further 
intelligence 
reports, 
made available hare in 
Miami, 
are that new Communist military 
aid to Cuba — with deliveries ex­ 
pected to be completed before mid- 
1962—will include two destroyers, 
short-range guided missiles, bomb­ 
ers. a d d i t i o n a l MIG fighters 
and air-to-target rockets, similar 
to the U. S. deadly Sidewinder. 
Not even the most rabid anti- 
Castroites here in southern Flori­ 
da — a hot bed of hate against 
Castro — are suggesting that the 
Cubans have serious intentions of 
United States with these materials. 
“ They’e crazy, but they aren’t 
that crazy,” is the way one exiled 
Cuban leader puts it. 
Many do think, however, that 
some of these weapons — perhaps 
a large part of them — are slated 
for use against entrenched gover­ 
nments in other Central and South 
American nations. 
“ They 
will be Cuba’s 
‘Lend- 
Lease’ to Red-tinted forces bent on 
making trouble from Yucatan to 
Chile, from Haiti to La Paz,” ac­ 
cording to informed sources.

Devoe has said that the larg­ 
es* snake on earth is the regal 
python, 
which 
may attain 
a 
length of over 30 feet. The big­ 
gest poisonous snake is the king 
cobra, which may extend more 
than 20 feet. But the heaviest 
snake is the South American 
anaconda, which may tip the 
beams at a neat 500 pounds’ 
To most minds, the famous 
boa constrictor seems the most 
fearful sort of snake. Actually, 
according to 
Devoe. the boa 
may reach a relatively small 
16 feet, and he much prefers 
preying on small mammals and 
birds than on men. 
Some of the worlds oldest 
superstitions involve snakes, but 
most lack any foundation in 
truth. For instance, there s th# 
notion 
that 
snakes can suck 
milk from cows, that they have 
yellow blood, that they swallow 
their young to protect them 
from danger and that they de­ 
velop from horse hairs which 
are left in water!

The social pro­ 
ject, unique in Latin-America. is j 
known as “ Neustros Pequenos Her- 
m anos,” which means “ Our Little 
Brothers” . 
William Bryce Wasson, a native 
of Phoenix, Ariz., had completed 
studies for the Catholic priesthood 
when he became too ill to be or­ 
dained. 
On doctors orders Wasson came 
here and, as his health improved. 
he taught criminology and sociolo­ 
gy in 
M e x i c o 
City 
College. 
Meanwhile, 
he 
studied 
Spanish 
and sociological subjects in the 
University of Mexico. 
When he had sufficiently recov­ 
ered, he asked his frind, Bishop 
Sergio Mendez Areeo. to consid­ 
er him for ordination. It was short­ 
ly after receiving holy orders in 
1954 that the 31-year-old priest 
heard about Gregorio, who con­ 
fessed to police that he stole from 
the poorbox in Father Wasson’s 
chapel. 
The judge hearing Gregorio’s 
case decided that the 12-year-old 
muchacho must go to jail unless 
soeone was interested in his wel­ 
fare.

Part of the compen­ 
sation for the job was a rent-free 
house in which both Mr. and Mrs. 
McKenzie reside. 
McElroy in reaching his decis­ 
ion, cited the c a s e of the Board 
of Education vs Boal in which the 
court found no pecuniary interest, 
direct or indirect, where the wife 
of a member was appointed as a 
teacher even though the allowance 
of salary to the wife would have 
seemed to be of some benefit to 
the husband. 
The attorney general indicated 
that although there appeared to 
be some evidence of a pecuniary 
interest since the board member 
resides in the rent-free house there 
was not suffice: * evidence to dis­ 
tinguish the present case from the 
Board of Education vs Boal. 
Since the Ohio Revised C o d e 
does not 
prohibit 
such employ­ 
in g , McElroy stated that it was 
his opinion that the wife of a board 
member could be appointed as a 
janitor.

Guard pilot was killed Wednes 
day in the first, fatal accident in­ 
volving a 164th Tactical Fighter 
Squadron plane in more than two 
years.
